Dr. Ingbam was born near (Jhillicothe, 


Rose county, Ohio, May 14, 1816. 
He 


remained on the farm until 1847, when 
ie entered the Cincinnati Medical Col- 
:ege, from which institution he took his 
degree in the year 1830. He practiced 
medicine eight years, when his health 
failed and ho was obliged to 'engage in 
other pursuits. In 1835 he moved to 
Waynesville, where he engaged in the 
milling business till 1861, when he pur- 
chased the form upon which he] resided 
until his death. 


He was married March 23, 1843, and 


enjoyed forty-nine years of domestic 
happiness, his wife being called from 
him in IS'Jl. At the age of 21 he was 
concerted and united witb the Method- 
ist church, of which society he remained 
a member throughout his life. He never 
took an active part in politics, was 
m:\er a candidate and never held an 
oJice. He was, however, very decided 
in his views, being first a Whig and 
Liter a Republican. Some of his ances- 
tors attained considerable prominence 
in polities. One uncle served in Jack- 
sun's first cabinet and resigned on ac- 
count of tho famous Eaton affair. It is 
authoritatively stated that Samuel Ing- 
hatn was challenged to light a duel with 
Edtun, but cooler counsel prevailed and 
the tight was declared off.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The pros- 


pect of serious complications which 
threatens the United States through 
probable European encroachment on 
Venezuela and Nicaragua has assumed 
a plia&e of such danger to the princi- 
ple laid down in the Monroe doctrine, 
that a special cabinet conference was 
held at the White House yesterday 
afternoon to consider the subject. 
There is no doubt whatever that these 
subjects, are considered by the presi- 
dent and Secretary Gresham as of 
much greater import to this country 
than the Allianca incident or the re- 
call of Minister Thurston, and must be 
handled with unusual delicacy and 
with the knowledge that a misstep 
may plunge the government into em- 
barrassing eomplications with not one, 
but several of the principal European 
nations. 


The conference was attended by the 


president;, (Secretary Uresham, bccie- 
tary Carlisle, Attorney-General Olney 
an-l Secretary Lament. It lasted sev- 
eral hours, but Mr. Lament wtthdrtw 
after a brief attendance. Mr. Gresham 
took with him to the White House the 
official copies of much of the recent 
correspondence on both the Venezuela 
and Nicaiaguan situations, and he re- 
mained with Mr. Cleveland some time 
after his, colleagues had left. 


It cannot be learned whether any 


additional informat'ou m Vlie matter 
reached the state depaitmeut yester- 
day, but it is said 1hat Mr. Bayard has 
failed to arrange the Mosquito trou- 
bles with the British government in a 
maiiner satisfactory to the United 
States. 
Great Bi itain's ultimatum to Nica- 


ragua demanding au indemnity for the 
expulsion of Mr. ITiltcll, the British 
consular agent, from Uluefields, and 
the report that a Uritish war ship is 
on her way to enforce the demand is 
the latest known serious phase of the 
difficulties growing out of the Blue- 
fields affair, and as action by this gov- 
ernment may involve a new construc- 
lon of the Monroe doctrine, it can be 
een how slowly and carefully the 
resident and his advisers are obliged 
o feel their way to prevent any pos- 
ibility of blunder or to neglect any 
advantage that might weaken the 


actical sponsorship which the United 


States 
government holds over the 


South 'American and Central Ameri- 
an republics. 
In the Venezuelan affair the United 


itates government finds itself opposed 
to such strong adversaries as Great 
Jritain, France and Germany, with 
Jelgium as an incidental factor. The 
settlement of the claim of Great Brit- 
ain to eertain Venezuelan territory is 
;he main cause for alarm, and to this 
s added the prospect that Germany 
will send war ships to collect a large 
amount of money guaranteed German 
contractors for the construction of the 
Central Venezuela railroad. 


France and Belgium have common 


;round for action disturbing to the 
lea.ee of the little South American re- 
Dublic—namely: The expulsion of the 
French and Belgian ministers from 
that country. Both governments have 
protested against the expulsion, and 
France has sent a naval vessel to take 
their envoys home. 


The Monroe doctrine and its ramifi- 


cations contain ample authority, it is 
said, for the United States to display 
an active interest in the threatening 
attitude of Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and while the probable action 
of France and Belgium does not seem- 
ingly come within the scope of the 
doctrine, it is understood to be the 
belief of this government that all 
four of the powers involved will 
join issue in opposition to the Unitec 
States to secure their several ends, 
and such amalgamation is likely to be- 
get a desire on the part of them all to 
extend their dominions. The confer- 
ence at the White House yesterday 
was necessarily of a strictly secret 
character, but it is learned on good an 
thority that no definite action was 
agreed upon.

Greenhut and Morris will be 
ommenced in the courts here before 
he week is over. So great haste is 
now being made that the New York 
attorneys yesterday telegraphed sev- 
>ral thousand words to their Chicago 
associates commenting on the bills of 
Complaint they had just received by 
mail and offering additional s>agges>- 
,ions. 
Mr. Levy Mayer, the chief solicitor 


here for the trust, refused to be inter- 
iewed in regard to the proposed Hti- 
;ation, but there were others in a po- 
itioii to know who were communi- 
cative. 
The contents of the bill are 


ithheld by the complainants, as a 


foreknowledge might injure their suit, 
mt it can be stated that the proceed- 
ngs will be sensational in the ex- 
treme. The sums of money to be in- 
volved in these suits are very large, 
and more than at any time yet has baen 
linted at. Separate and distinct suits 
are to be brought, but will follow each 
other in quick rotation. The first of 
:hese will be civil in character, but 
orders for criminal proccbb will soon 
follow. Every day brings new devel- 
opments. 


In the United States court another 


surprise was sprung yesterday morn- 
ing. It was bhown that Charles L. 
Olmstead, one of the original appli- 
cants for a receiver, was but a figure- 
head of Greenhufs, employed to do his 
bidding. Evidence shows lliat on the 
27th day of January, the day prior to 
the application for a receiver, (freen- 
hut transferred to Olmstead 500 shares 
of stock and that almost immediately 
after the granting of a receiver he 
took back the block and left the ap- 
plicant on the bill without a share of 
it. This same stock has now ionnd its 
way into the hands of the reorganiza- 
tion committee, and it was through 
this that it was first learned that 
Olmstead was not a holder of shares. 
When this was shown in court yester- 
day Olmstead was removed from the 
records and in his place was inserted 
the name of Louis M. Mendham, the 
holder of 2,200 shares, a ud a man known 
to be a friend of the new management. 


It was shown that the United Press 


was correct when it stated two days 
ago that the American Distributing 
association had decided to coma into 
the Spirit Distilling association. The 
receivers claim that the reports circu- 
lated to the effect that the Indiana 
company would not come in "but were 
preparing to build new distilleries, was 
circulated by members of the old 
board of directors for the purpose of 
affecting the stock market. 


The new association now controls 97 


per cent, of the whisky interests of 
the United States. It is stated, how- 
ever, authoritatively that this will 
cause no arbitrary advances iu the 
price of spirits. When the American 
Distributing association decided to 
come into the new combination it was 
stipulated that there was to be no fluc- 
tuation in the price ot whisky except 
as the cost of production varied through 
the fluctuation iu the grain market. 


Notices will be sent out to-day call- 


ing the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders, which i.s to be brld on the 
17th of next inontli at Peoria. At this 
meeting officers and directors will lie 
elected for the ensuing year.

A NEAT EXPERIMENT.

Carbonic acid gas is much heavier 


than the air, and it extinguishes com- 
bustion. The experiment described be- 
low is intended to demonstrate these 
two facts. Constttact a siphon of paper 
tn tie following manner: Wind sev- 
eral times around a flat ruler a strip of 
paper which has been spread with mu- 
cilage. 
Draw out the ruler and let 


the pipe which yon have thus obtained 
flry thoroughly. Next cut two oblique 
notches In the pipe and join tho frag- 
meots thus obtained by means of little 
bam Is of paper carefully gummed on. 
,Yon will then have constructed a si- 
phon similar to the one indicated in the 
•drawing; one of the arms should be 
about three times as long as the other 
Halt fill a bottle with vinegar and 
water (one part strong vinegar to two 
part s water) and throw into the buttle 
d fe IT little pieces of soda crystals You 
will immediately see a number of gas- 
eous bubbles rising to the surface of 
the liquid. 
These bubbles tre car- 


bonic acid gas. Place in the neck of 
the bottle the end of the short arm of 
the siphon, letting tho other rest on the 
edgi of a tumbler or a iam pot in 
which have been placed three lighted 
candles of different lengths. The car- 
bonic acid penetrates into the sliort 
arm 
of 
the siphon, s,nd descends 


through the long one intu the vessel; its 
gre:tt density causes it to fall imme- 
diately to the bottom. Then it rises 
little by little, in successive layers, ac- 
cording as it is introduced into the 
jar. As soon as 'ihe gas reaches 
the height 
of the 
wick of 
tho 


shortest candle tho flame is seen to 
weaken and ther go out, while the 
flames of the other two continue to 
burn brilliantly; but in a few minutes 
It It. the turn of the second candle to 
go out, and finally, if the longest one bo 
not higher thai, the rim of tie vessel, 
it will also be extinguished. If you 
should now try to relight the candles, 
even after rejaoving the bottle and the

POWER OF A STORM.

A noted French scientist, H. Mohn, 


me de a careful estimate of the energy 
exjwnded in the passage of a notable 
W<'st India cyclone, which lasted three 
days and nights, and the conclusion 
ree ched was that the force developed 
was fully equal to 473,000,000-horse 
power, or at least fifteen times the 
power that is produced, in the same 
•ptice of time, by all the windmills, tur- 
bines, steam engines, and all the men 
•ml animals on the surface of the globe. 
"Whence comes this latent force?" he 
ttks, and the answer Is: "From the 
latent heat of vapor which rises In the 
center of the hurricane and is there 
condensed." Applying this method oi 
computation to mid-continent cyclonic 
movements with which the people o1 
this region are familiar, some most as- 
tonishing results will be reached. Sup- 
pose, for illustration, says the Midland 
Monthly, a storm is developed of suffi- 
cient extent and force to jield to the 
gtt te of Iowa an average of one inch ol 
rainfall. To produce thia, the area 
covered by the "low" In its movement 
across the valley must be from three to 
five times the extent of the area ol 
precipitation, for it should be known 
that to obtain even a moderate amount 
of moisture you must milk a wide ex- 
panse of sky. On the average th* area 
of rainfall in this portion of the conti- 
nent does not exceed one-fifth of the 
territory covered by the cyclone. Al] 
parts of this area feel the effects .of the 
pawing storm, but only a fraction 
ithareof receives benefit of the rainfall 
There is a vast sweep in the circulation 
at winds employed in the work of 
wringing out a purely local shower. 
And the sum total of energy employed In 
th'5 production of rainfall to the extent 
herein described would be more than 
eq aa!l to the motive power required to 
operate all the machinery of the world 
for an equal length of time.

Cement for Mending Firebrick. 


In reply to several inquiries, we re- 


print the recipe for simple cement for 
mending firebrick in stoves: To one part 
of common salt,add one part of powdered 
soapstone, and mix with water to a 
stiff paste. If powdered soapstone can- 
not be obtained, common coal ashes, 
sifted through a fine sieve, will answer. 
Pit the broken pieces of brick together 
and plaster them tightly with the ce- 
ment while they are still warm. Make 
a fire in the stove as soon as the bricks 
are mended, as the heat hardens the 
cement. Bricks mended hi this way 
ivith the soapstone powder will last a 
\snig timo.
